In 1935-36 there were only 1,680 adres and for 1948-9 
a total of 49,020 of which 40,934 (25,029) were for grain yielding 
257,158 (109,950) bushels:

ACREAGES;- The following table shows the total areas under 
wheat, barley and oats for all purposes,(grain, hay or green fodder) for 
1930-31 - the maximum year for wheat; for 1939-49 - the maximum year 
for barley (until 1948-49) -and oats; for 1943-44 - the lowest areas in 
recent years; ior 1445-46 - showing the large increase during the 2 
seasons; ror tne next 3 séasons, and for 1949-50 re ,resenting the areas 
that Tarmers indicated they intended to sow when particulars or tue recent 
harvest were being collected during the -ast 3 or 4 months, varticulars 
of actual sowings are being collected at present to ascertain whetner or 
not farmers nut in the full areas that they had intended, It is noted 
that the total area under wheat, barley and oats is decreasing slightly 
€ach year, the decrease for wheat being greater than the increases for 
barley and oats.
